OTHER  Canadian  cities  enter- 
ing teams  are  Calgary,  Moose- 
jaio,  Regina,  Saskaloon,  and 
Lethbridge. 

League  play  will  start  June  9, 
and  the  six  teams  wil  play  a 
68-game  schedule,  but  will  only 
play  five  days  a week. 

However,  players  participat- 
ing in  this  league  will  not  lose 
their  college  eligibility.
